Washington as leader on the Coast 
in percentage gains up to the end 
of August, with an increase over 
last year of 24.3 per cent. as against 
Washington’s 22.2 per cent. despite 
the fact that Oregon’s gain over 
August 1925 was but 11.3 per cent. 
as compared with Washington’s 12 
per cent. Percentages of the total 
sometimes work out that way and 
figures, you know, don’t lie. 

Ford, as was to be expected, was 
the greatest numerical gainer over 
August of last year in view of the 
fact that in that month of 1925 
there was a big drop in Ford regis- 
trations due to delay in the deliv- 
eries of its new models. Its 
August 1926 jump in sales over 
1925 was 205 or 25.6 per cent. Its 
8-meonths, -increase was 29117 or 
44.1 per cent.

Hall Lamp Company and Edmunds & Jones Corporation

Manufacturing Company of Columbus, Ohio, long estab- 
lished as makers of automobile lamps. 

The story is that the third member of the combina- 
tion will be brought in on a cash and stock basis, and that 
eventually the lamp plant will be moved to Detroit. 
The Kenosha, Wis., plant of the C. M. Hall Lamp Com- 
pany is either actually on its way here, or will be very 
shortly. 

Taking on the Brown organization would give De- 
troit one of the largest and strongest lamp manufactur- 
ing concerns and would insure a continuous source of 
lamp supply to manufacturers.

bile’ Company of America in 1892. The illustration shows an 
eagle flying after the automobile, which closely resembles 
the “Stanhope” of our daddies, mounted on four bicycle 
wheels. Apparently the bird has an idea of laying a laurel 
wreath over the whip-socket. 

The text reads, in part: “The ‘Locomobile’ is equal to the 
high standard of American workmanship, and (with one 
underline) cannot be surpassed. (With two underlines.) 
There will be no better self-propelled vehicle made.” 

The car is further described as weighing 400 pounds, 
and as being noiseless and odorless. It “can be renewed at 
even the smallest country towns here or abroad,” the adver- 
tisement says. It costs $600 and delivery was advertised at 
90 days.

A GLANCE at the golf handicap sheets shows that while 

no automotive executive is starred as a scratch man, 
most of them play in the low 90’s, which are another form 
of the “gay 90’s.”

On the other hand, Ernest Kanzler, now doing special 
work for Henry Ford, is one of the cracks, with a handicap 
of 4 only. John Kelsey, a golf fiend, takes a 16. Alvan Macau- 
ley gets only 11 and Ledyard Mitchell is privileged to take 
gne less. Fred A. Oberheu draws 7 and M. L. Prentis, the 
treasurer of General Motors, is well up with 7 strokes.

‘American methods with the view 
to adapt them to European con- 
ditions in an endeavor to build up 
their home markets. Our con- 
tinued prosperity has deeply im- 
pressed the European business 
man, 

“Since most countries of western 
Europe have a productive capacity 
in excess of ordinary domestic con- 
sumption the leaders of industry 
have been particularly impressed 
by the part that the deferred pay- 
ment method of merchandising has 
played in increasing the purchas- 
ing power of the American public 
and widening the market for a 
great many types of articles. In- 
stallment selling along American 
lines is gaining in volume in Eng- 
land and Germany. The method is 
used: both by American firms sell- 
ing in these countries and by local 
industries seeking a broader mar- 
ket for their output.’

C. D. Anderson, shop foreman of 
Olympia Motors, is the first man 
to complete the course, which in- 
cludes mechanics relating to Ford 
improvements. 


CANADA HEAVY BUYER OF 
CARS ON DEFERRED PLAN 


Montreal, Oct. 13.—Ejighty per 
cent. of all new autos bought in 
Canada are obtained on the de- 
ferred payment plan, said R. I. Fos- 
ter, superintendent of insurance for 
Ontario, addressing the Ontario 
Fire and Casualty Agents Associa- 
tion convention. Since the finance 
companies take over that insur- 
ance, it means that some six or 
eight companies are insuring 80 
per cent. of the new cars, he said. 











Motor Car 
Rivals Railroad 
In Money Invested 


St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 13.—Minne- 
sotans are traveling 6,000,000,000 
miles a year, eleven-twelfths of the 
distance by automobile. 

These figures were compiled and 
made public here by the state high- 
way department, and show Min- 
nesota among the leading states in 
the use of automobiles. 

The investment in Minnesota now 
for rubber tired transportation 
equals the $500,000,000 invested in 
railroads, the latter figure being 
that of the state railroad commis- 
sion. 

While the bulk of rubber ttred 
traffic is in private automobiles, 
bus lines are growing rapidly a»7 
extending to every part of the swite. 
During the last twelve months new 
bus equipment costing $700,000 has 
neon added. Buses now travel over 

5,522 miles of highway in Minne- 
coin. and this year have carried 
11,000,000 eaapnagees. 


FINDS ENGLISH MOTOR 
INDUSTRY IN GOOD SHAPE 


Montreal, Oct. 13.—Sir Charles 
Gordon, president of Dominion 
Textile Company, Ltd., back from 
England, gave the Automotive 
Daily News his impressions of in- 
dustry there. 

Thanks largely, he believes, to 
protection, the automobile industry 
is prospering. The British firms 
are turning out excellent cars and, 
he says, he is surprised that the 
British car manufacturers are not 
capturing a larger share of the 
world’s market. 





North Carolina Has Tremendous 
Gain in New Car and Truck Sales 








Greensboro, N. C., Oct. 13.— 
Tremendous increase of new car 
sales in North Carolina during 
August over the same month last 
year brought the total for the 
eight months ended August 31 to 
1,328 more than the registration 
for the first eight months of 
1925, according to figures an- 
nounced today by Coleman W. 
Roberts, secretary of the North 
Carolina Automotive Trade As- 
sociation. 

Sales in August were 7,371, com- 
pared with 4,992 in August, 1925. 
The eight months total is 43,770 
compareg with 42,442 for 1925.

Ford registrations led the list with 
3,878 and this helped cut down the 
big decrease that has been notice- 
able in Ford sales this year. To 
date 22,791 Fords have been sold,

Truck sales showed a huge gain, 
there being 1,012 commercial cars 
registered in August, compared 
with 425 in 1925. 


South Carolina sales are still lag- 
ging behind last year. August reg- 
istrations were 1,875, compared 
with 2,179 in 1925. Ford sales were 
1,111, against 1,647 in August, 
1925. The eight months’ total for 
South Carolina is 17,465, compared 
with 19,071 for this period last 
year, a decrease of 1,606. Ford 
sales this year are 9,770, compared 
with 13,749, a decrease of 3,979.

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The Battle of Detroit 


URING the past week the American Federation of Labor . 


_ has been holding a convention in- Detroit. The one 
big outstanding development at the meeting was the an- 
nouncement that the Federation intended to unionize the 
Detroit automotive industry. No statement of the manu- 
facturers’ position has been forthcoming from any one in 
authority in the industry in answer to the Federation’s state- 
ment of its intention. 

A glance at the Detroit automotive labor situation as 
it stands on the eve of this proposed campaign to union- 
ize the factories may not be without interest. Empolyment 
in the Detroit automotive factories at this time is high. 
Workmen in these plants labor under about the best pos- 
sible sanitary conditions. Comfort in the plants leaves 
little to be desired. Wages are high—higher than they 
ever have been before, and higher probably than the 
standard union wage would be. The eight hour day is 
firmly established for automotive factory labor, with the 
Saturday half holiday generally abserved. An extremely 
large percentage of Detroit’s automotive workers own 
or are paying for their own homes. On a modest scale 
they themselves are capitalists. 

It must be understood, then, that the American Federa-| 
tion of Labor is not rushing to the rescue of a set of industrial | 
serfs. The men are contented. Labor troubles in the auto-| 
motive factories have been almost nil, and this is not be-| 
cause the men are slaves, held down beyond hope of rev olt, | 
but because they are fairly treated, prosperous and con- 
tented. There has been no cause for labor troubles. 

Just about the only possible change that a unionized 
automotive industry could make in Detroit is that no man 
would be permitted to work in the plants without a union 
card. Who would benefit by this change? The workers? It 
is hard to see how. In fact they would be compelled to pay 
union dues that they do not have to pay now. The plants 
would not benefit, because the supply of labor would neces- 
sarily be reduced by the men who refused to join the union. 
The only possible beneficiary then would be the unions them- 
selves, which would uncover a new and profitable source of 
income from dues. 

That the labor unions in some cases have helped labor 
is unquestioned. That the unions have sometimes made mis- 
takes is also true. What possible benefit unionism can bring 
to Detroit at the present stage of the game is difficult to see, 
whereas it is possible easily to discern where unionization 
of the automotive industry might produce fricton and unrest 
that would injure alike employers and labor.
